WASHINGTON, Aug Í6—The 
throat of hunger and disease 
from which they fled w ar-bat­ 
tered Shanghai are dogging the 
footsteps of American refueeN at 
Manilla.

alarmed 
Washington 
authori­ 
ties. 
Housing Shortage. 
No le.s.s serious, according to offi­ 
cial reports, were the problems of 
housing and sanitation and medical 
aid. 
The government today took swift 
steps to relieve the situation. 
General Malin Craig, army chief 
of staff, authorized the arm y com­ 
m ander in the Philippines to use 
every resource at his command to 
aid the distressed refugees. 
A refugee camp will Ы set up to 
take care of those who cannot ob­ 
tain other accommodations in the 
crowded Philippine capital. 
Craig ordered army food supplies, 
tents, cots and blankets, as needed, 
to be placed at the disposal of the 
refugees. 
Their distribution will be 
handled by the Red Cross, Craig 
said. 
Because of the acuteness of the 
situation at Manila the possibility 
arose that orders would bp issued to 
have further refugees taken to o th ­ 
er ports in the Orient, or to the 
United States. 
Manila, nearest American port to 
Shanghai, has been used as the chief 
refugee concentration 
point 
from 
China. 
Thousands of Americans, and ref­ 
ugees of other nationalities, have 
poured into the city by boat since 
the Sino-Japanese conflict spread to 
m ajor proportions 
Efforts are being made by author- j 
ities to have the Americans arriving 
at Manila take passage on vessels 
returning to the states as rapidly as 
possible.

Under Way Soon 
Th» plan, according to Admiral 
Perry W. Foote, commissioner of the 
motor police, will get under way 
Within a few weeks and will entail: 
1—Establishment of schools at ail 
sub-statiors, 
in 
charge 
of 
com­ 
petent instructors drafted from the 
police ranks, to teach free of charge 
the mechanics of automobiles, high­ 
way regulations, and safety rules. 
2—The enlistment of civic, auto­ 
mobile 
and 
educational organiza- 
tions-m the program and setting up. 
under 
motor 
polise 
supervision, 
similar schools. 
“The trouble today is that most 
drivers don’t know 
w hat’s 
under 
the hood of an automobile.” said 
Commissioner 
Foote. 
“Many 
of 
them m ust learn th at a powerful 
machine is not a horse and buggv. 
We haven't departed from the old 
idea rhat an automobile is ? horse­ 
less carriage.” 
F o o d » s a i d 
e x p e r i m e n t a l 
s t a t i o n s 


will b*> set up shortly, advertising 
with large placards: “Free Driving 
Instructions.'’ 
If 
the 
public 
re­ 
sponds. Foote said, the program will 
be launched on a state-wide basis. 
“Drivers must learn w hat’s under 
the hood. 
Once this is done they 
will gather up more confidence in 
driving, will 
be 
more 
acquainted 
j with how such powerful machines 
must be handled.” said Foote. “This 
undoubtedly 
will 
reduce 
highway 
accidents and help us win this war 
against death on the highway. 
Sc hools To Join 
“I also intend to have taught at 
these schools highway and safety 
regulations through intelligently of­ 
fered lectures by competent men. I 
will make available to all organiza­ 
tions the use of my instructors and 
will urge local groups especially the 
high schools and colleges in Penn­ 
sylvania to join us in this program 
to educate the driver on what is 
under as well as on top of the auto­ 
mobile hood. 
There are two fundam ental ways 
of reducing 
accidents: 
persuasion 
and discipline. Through our educa­ 
tional 
program we intend to per­ 
suade the driver to be safety con­ 
scious and through the use 
of 
a 
large 
fleet of 
W hite patrol m a­ 
chines. equipped with loud speakers, 
and ever-watchful and sympathetic! 
work of the motor police. We must 
emphasize to the public: ‘For heav­ 
en’s rake, stop killing yourselves!” 
Foote said his educational pro­ 
gram would tie in with his plan to 
inaugurate a system of temporary 
licensers to drivers for a certain per­ 
iod. probably 10,000 miles or one 
year of driving experience. 
“If a driver knows th at he will not 
get 
1 perm anent license unless he 
has a good-driving record, accidents I 
will be reduced through his careful­ 
ness” Use commissioner pointed out. 
There are 300.000 drivers added to 
the highways annually in Pennsyl­ 
vania, and many of them 
are 
not 
qualified to take over the wheel of a 
car, Foote said. 
‘ The slate can well afford to in- 
augurate my program if we are to 
win this war,” he declared.

As the time Justice Van Devanter 
retired, widespread speculation was 
given to the possibility he m ight be 
followed shortly by Justice S uther­ 
land. 
The fact th at Chief Justice Hughes 
once set 75 as proper retirem ent age 
for jurists led some to believe that 
he, too. might be contenplating a n ­ 
other withdrawal from public life. 
In his restatem ent of position on 
judicial reorganization, the presi­ 
dent referred to “a vertiable con­ 
spiracy" on the part of “m any of 
the

German Nazi circles as being an ally of France and the Soviet 
Union.

fascist cause, has been a base for shipments to General Francisco 
Franco. 
The Czech government, headed by Dr. Edouard Benes. 
expressed “astonishm ent” over the breach.

Marshall Antonio Carmona shares rule with the fascist-inclined 
premier, Dr. Antonio Salazar.
